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The unhappy 1966 Lions lost at 
Lancaster Park, 19-6, in spite of good 
tries by Ron Lamont and David 
Watkins. A close-knit All Black side, 
which had only one change made to 
it in the whole series, moved pur- 
posefully to victory, with Waka 
Nathan scoring two tries. 


Don Clarke had saved the All 
Blacks from defeat at the eleventh 
hour in each of the first two tests 
of 1959. But in the third at Christ- 
church the New Zealand side gave 
an outstanding display in an other- 
wise lamentable year and won, 22-8. 
Clarke himself was in tremendous 
form, and Ralph Caulton scored a 
brace of tries to match his feat of 
the Wellington test. 


David Hewitt brought a little con- 
solation to the Lions with a try, but 
Colin Meads, “Tiny” Hill and their 
cohorts commanded most of the ball. 


The 1950 All Black team was the 
last to play in Christchurch without 
a Canterbury player in its ranks. In 
spite of this oversight by the selec- 
tors, New Zealand still beat the 
Lions, by 8-0. Pat Crowley, the fiery 
Auckland flanker, and Roy Roper, 
the gifted Taranaki centre, who were 
two of the stars of the series, scored 
New Zealand’s tries. 


Back in 1930 the second test was 


played in Christchurch, and Cliff 
Porter and his “All Whites’ levelled 


the series at one-all after the Dune- 
din defeat. 


Although the Lions lost their half- 
back, Paul Murray, through injury, 
they gave a spirited performance and 
went down by only 13-10. Mark 
Nicholls was shrewd and skilful for 
New Zealand and played the leading 
scoring role, with a goal from a 
mark, two conversions, and the set- 
ting up of the second try. 





DROP-KICK WITH 
A DIFFERENCE 


One of the favourite stories of the 
late Mark Nicholls concerned the 
scoring of the All Blacks’ first try in 
the third test of the 1930 series 
against the Lions. 


By arrangement, Nicholls was to 
drop-kick—for accuracy—to Fred 
Lucas on the wing when the All 
Blacks had the put-in at a scrum 
inside the Lions 25yd line on the 
right side of the field. 


Eventually the All Blacks reached 
this position, the ball was passed to 
Nicholls, and he drop-kicked across 
field. The alert Lucas fielded the ball 
on the half-volley and eluded a 
startled defence to score.

But to his chagrin, Nicholls read 
in one newspaper that “Lucas scored 
a fine opportunist try after Nicholls 
had badly hooked a pot at goal.” 


New Zealand went on to win, 
15-10, with Hugh McLean, playing 
his first test, scoring two tries. Hugh’s 
younger brother, Terry, is one of a 
large number of journalists covering 
today’s game.

P. BENNETT 


Phil Bennett (Wales) 

Fly-half. Born October 24th, 1948. Won his 
first cap for Wales in 1969 against France. 
He toured New Zealand with Wales in 1969 
but became established in the Welsh team 
only .in 1973. He toured South Africa with 
the Lions in 1974, playing in all four tests. 
He was dropped last season but regained 
his place when the two players. selected 
ahead of him withdrew because of injury. 
He has cemented his place since then and 
took over the captaincy of Wales this year. 
He has scored 141 points for Wales and 
won 25 caps, plus four Lions tests. 





A. IRVINE 
Andy Irvine (Scotland) 


Full-back. Born Edinburgh, September 16, 
1951. First played for Scotland against Ian 
Kirkpatrick’s All Blacks and has been an 
automatic choice since. Toured South Africa 
with the 1974 Lions and played in the third 
and fourth tests on the wing. Toured New 
Zealand with Scotland in 1975 and was picked 
on the wing for the test, but has been at 
full-back since, except for Scotland’s 1976 
match against France. An attacking full- 
back and accurate goal-kicker from any 
range. Scotland’s leading scorer with 103 
points; 24 caps, plus two for the Lions. 


Bruce Hay (Scotland) 

Full-back. Born 1951. Had _ sufficient talent 
to keep Andy Irvine on the wing for the 
Edinburgh combined side for several seasons, 
but was only recognised internationally on 
Scotland’s 1975 tour of New Zealand. His 
defensive play there earned him his first cap 
for the one test of the tour, but he broke 
his arm in the first half. Hay was retained at 
full-back for Scotland’s matches against 
Australia and France in the 1975-76 season, 
but since then Irvine has had his old position 
back. Three caps. 
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M. GIBSON 


Mike Gibson (lreland) 

Centre. Born December 3rd, 1942. World 
rugby’s most capped back. He remains the 
supreme craftsman. This will be his fifth 
Lions tour (the others were to New Zealand 
in 1966 and 1971 and South Africa in 1968 
and 1974. Earlier this season reverted to his 
original international position of fly-half, but 
went back to the centre for Ireland’s games 
against Scotland and France. Against Scot- 
land he brought up his 100 points for Ire- 
land. He has 62 caps, plus 12 British Lions 
tests. 


John Williams (Wales) 

Wing. Born Nantyffyllon, April Ist, 1943. 
British rugby’s speedster, John is a former 
Welsh sprint champion and competed in the 
1970 Commonwealth Games. First cappea 
for Wales in 1973 and toured South Africa 
the following year, playing in all four tests. 
A master of the kick ahead, he has scored 
10 tries for Wales in 19 games (including a 
hat-trick against the 1975-76 Wallabies) and 
four for the Lions in tests. 


Elgan Rees (Neath) 

Wing. Born January 5th, 1954. Kept out of 
the Welsh national team by Gerald Davies 
and John Williams, but has proved his class 
in club rugby and several matches for Wales 
B and the Barbarians. 


Peter Squires (England) 

Wing. Born Ripon, August 4th, 1951. Played 
at fly-half and full-back in schools’ rugby 
before moving to the wing. Toured New 
Zealand in 1973, when he scored a try in the 
only test of the tour, which England won. 
A regular. selection for England since, 
although he missed three of the four games 
in the 1975-76 season because of injury. Has 
scored six tries for England and won 20 
caps.

Prop. Born in Egypt, November 24th, 1951.

Trevor Evans (Wales) 

Flanker. Born November 26th, 1947. Played 
for Wales Youth before gaining his first cap 
at the beginning of the 1975-76 season.

Along with Mervyn Davies, Evans 
was one of the men that made the Swansea 
pack one of the most formidable in Wales.

He 
toured New Zealand with the 1971 Lions, 
playing in two tests, and was a first-choice 
lock for the winning Lions in South Africa 
three years later, playing in three tests (injury 
kept him out of the other).

Doug Morgan (Scotland) 

Half-back. Born March 9th, 1947. Began his 
international career against Wales in_ 1973, 
after matches for Scotland B against France 
in 1972 and 1973. Morgan has been in and 
out of the Scottish side, but played in all 
four matches in the 1974-75 season then 
toured New Zealand in 1975 where his goal- 
kicking was as valuable as his half-back play.

Three of the four leading try 
scorers in All Black history will be 
playing against the Lions at Lancas- 
ter Park today. 


Bryan Williams, who has scored 57, 
is the record holder, and Ian Kirk- 
patrick (48) and Grant Batty (45) 
are third and fourth on the all-time 
list. Second is the late Jimmy Hunter, 
of the 1905 “Originals”, whose 49 
tries held pride of place until. 
Williams set a new figure on the 
South African tour last year. 


Williams, Kirkpatrick and Batty 
have all scored more than 100 tries 
in first class rugby. 


Sid Going is sixteenth on the New 
Zealand list, with 33 tries, and he is 
second to Kirkpatrick on the list of 
test try-scorers. “Kirkie” has 15, 
Going 10, Kel Tremain nine, and 
Williams and Ralph Caulton eight 
each. 


Williams is also the fifth highest 
scorer in games for New Zealand.
